COUNTY CONVENTIONS. 


Extracts from the General Laws of New Hampshire. 

The County Convention shall consist of the representa- 
tives of the towns of the county. They shall meet on the 
second Wednesday of the June session of the General Court, 
or other day in the same week, shall choose a chairman and 
clerk, and may adjourn as they see cause. 

The County Convention shall appoint two auditors bien- 
nially, one each from the two leading political parties, for the 
two years next following, whose duty it shall be to examine 
the accounts of the county commissioners and county treas- 
urer, Xc. 

The County Commissioners shall furnish said auditors all 
the aid and information required by them in the performance 
of their duties, and shall recommend to the county convention 
the sum necessary to be raised for the county for each of the 
two years ensuing, stating in detail the objects and purposes 
for which the money is to be appropriated and applied. 

The County Convention for each county shall, during the 
session of the Legislature, raise or grant a county tax for its 
county for two years; but the tax for each year shall be voted 
separately for that year, and shall be collected for the year in 
which it was voted. 

The sheriff, the jailer, the physician, the clerk of the- 
court, the solicitor, the treasurer, the county commissioners, 
and the superintendent of the county farm, of each county, 
shall make up their reports, separately, to May first annually, 
and the same shall be printed together in pamphlet form, in 
said month of May, and said reports shall be distributed as 
now provided by law. 

The reports of the several officers named shall contain a 
summarized account of all their transactions which concern 
the county, for the current year, ending as aforesaid, and the 
report of the superintendent of the county farm shall contain, 
in addition, a list of the paupers actually supported at the 
farm, and the number of weeks eaeh was so supported; and 
also, a statement of the average cost per week for each pauper, 
with an explanation of the basis upon which said calculation 
was made. 


COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


To the Tax Payers and People of Merrimack County: 


We present our first annual report of the affairs of Merri- 
mack County for the year ending April 30, 1882, with the 
reports of the sheriff, jailer, physician, clerk of courts, solic- 
itor, treasurer, superintendent of county farm and chaplain, 
as required by law. 


COUNTY DEBT. 


We have had constantly in view a reduction of the county 
debt; and call your attention to what we have done in that 
direction. : 

The last commissioners’ report was made up to May 1, 1881, 
and the amount of cash in the treasurer’s hands at that time 
was $13,255.66. Before we assumed the duties of our office, 
bills were paid to the amount of $5,048.77, leaving in the 
treasurer’s hands July 6, 1881, $8,206.89, which is the amount 
the present board should account for. The county indebted- 
ness as reported May 1, 1881, was $106,194.34 ; indebtedness 
ot county May 1, 1852, $93,751.52, showing a decrease in the 
indebtedness of $12,442.82. 


COUNTY FARM. 


We also call attention to the county farm. It came under 
our care July 1, and was in a very unfavorable condition. 
The superintendent in charge was under an engagement at 
the rate of $1500 per year, and we deemed it advisable to 
discharge him and fill his place by the appointment of Gen- 
eral Wood for the remainder of the year at the rate of $800 
per year. But little seed had been sown or planted, and few 
crops were growing in field or garden of the kinds deemed 
essential for the support of the unfortunate on such a farm. 
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SUPERINTENDENT. 


There appeared to be a loud demand for a change of man- 
agement, and we re-instated Mr. and Mrs. Peaslee as superin- 
tendents of the farm and almshouse—a position which they 
had filled to general satisfaction for three years. While they 
remain there, Mr. Peaslee and wife will be paid $1000, his 
salary as commissioner ceasing during the time. 


FARMER. 


We have engaged Mr. E. F. Barnard and wife to assist in 
the farm operations during the coming year. They have come 
with high recommendations, and have given satisfaction so far. 


EXPENDITURES AT THE FARM. 


We have expended but little on the)farm or buildings, 
though quite an important change has been made in the asy- 
lum at a small expense of $350. 


SCHOOL. 


We have employed Miss Myra Towne as‘a teacher for two 
terms. She has done herself much credit, and the scholars 
- have made commendable improvement. The school has cost 
but $90 for the two terms. 


RELIGIOUS SERVICES 


Have been held, weekly, by Chaplain Martin,.with good at- 
tendance and order. 


THE SICK 


Have been faithfully attended to by Dr. L. M. Knight, of 
Franklin. | 


In closing, we would cordially invite all citizens of the 
county to visit the institution and judge for themselves as to 
its management.

REPORT OF THE SOLICITOR: 


At the beginning of my term there were twenty-five cases 
upon the State docket, all but two of which have been disposed 
of and these are awaiting the decision of questions of law by 
the Supreme Court. 

During the year there have been forty-five indictments found 
by the grand jury, for the following crimes: 


Aggravated assault, 
Larceny, I 
Larceny from person, 
Burglary, 

Incest, 

Rape, 

Lewdness, 
Obstructing highway, 
Defective highway, 
Adultery, 

Selling liquor, 
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These indictments have all been disposed of but two; in 
which the respondents obtained from the court.a continuance. 
Ail but four of respondents in said indictments have been 
disposed of upon pleas acknowledging guilt; one has been 
tried by jury and convicted. Three indictments have been 
nol. prossed on account-of insufficient evidence to convict. 

During the year there have been seven criminal appeals 
entered in Supreme Court from justices of the peace, all for 
simple assaults. Four of these have been considered by me 
too trivial to prosecute, and three have been referred. The 
county has been a party to only two actions on the civil docket. 
In Concord vs. Merrimack County the court gave a decision 
in favor of the county, which materially modified the eftect 
of a former opinion in Salisbury vs. County. 

The other, of County vs. Kimball, is to recover for cash 
paid for board of an insane person at the asylum, committed 
by the judge of probate. The guardian of said insane person 
has some three thousand dollars in his hands. ‘This action is 
now before the court upon questions of law.

PHYSICIAN’S REPORT. 





Commisstoners of Merrimack County: 


GENTLEMEN: The county farm and its inmates came 
under my observation August rst, 1882. I proceeded at once 
to inspect the sanitary condition. I found good drainage, 
good ventilation, good facilities for warming all parts of the 
buildings, good and convenient water closets and which were 
within easy access to male and female hospitals, also at other 
parts of the buildings; also inspected sleeping rooms, beds 
arranged for an institution of this kind. The supply of water is 
and bedding and found them in a comfortable condition; in- 
spected, also, the cooking department, which is admirably 
abundant and of a pure quality, and plenty of soap and good 
facilities for bathing. 

The whole number of inmates from August rst, 1881, to 
May Ist, 1882, 160. I found in charge of the institution, as 
superintendent, General Wood, a genial, cheerful, kind- 
hearted gentleman, with the activities of a man ten years 
younger than himself, Mrs. Wood, -his wife and matron, a 
a fine, lovely, Christian lady, with active sympathies for all 
under her charge. 

The building for the incurable insane, sixteen in number, 
has been remodeled in the interior and much improved; more 
roomy and airy. 

I have paid special attention to the quantity, quality and the 
cooking of the food, and have been present at the dining 
room during meals, both at the male and female departments, 
and it gives me great pleasure to be able to state that the food 
is ample, substantial and good, well cooked and well served, 
table furniture cleanly and sufficiently abundant, and in a re- 
trospective view of my jong life, can truthfully say that in my 
opinion, there are few farmer’s families and working people 
in the county that are better cared for in sickness or health than 
the inmates of this institution. 
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For convenience in arrangement and the fulfilment of sanitary 
conditions, | do not know of any in the State superior to it. 
Merrimack County has reason to congratulate itself in having 
such an institution. It is now under the superintendence of 
J. Albert Peaslee and wife, so well and so tavorably known 
as the former managers of it, that no words of commendation 
are necessary from me. The entire buildings have recently 
been subjected to the process of house cleaning, and they are 
clean, sweet and cheerful; it will require the eye of a nice 
housekeeper to detect dust or dirt. 

We have have had no prevailing sickness during the period 
above named, but some of the aged, feeble, and those suffering 
from organic disease, have died as follows: 

Charles Brown, died of consumption, aged 39. 

Hiram Colby, died of Bright’s disease, aged 65. 

Mary Davis, died, aged 73. 

Charles F. Heath. died of suffocation, aged six months. 

Perley Martin, epilepsy, aged 45. 

Nancy Putney, dropsy, aged 66. 

William Slater, (insane), dropsy. 

John Huntington, epilepsy, aged 28.

In closing, I desire to express my thanks to the commis- 
sioners, for their cheerful and prompt response to any request 
for medicines and surgical appliances. And in my opinion 
the institution is conducted upon principles of kindness, liber- 
ality and prudence.

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To the Commisstoners of Merrimack County: 


Sirs :—I beg leave to make to you the following report of 
my labors as Chaplain at the Almshouse of said county, from 
August Ist, 1851, to May Ist, 1882: 

During this period of time, there has been held preaching 
service at the chapel of the house, every alternate Sabbath at 
4 0’clock p. mM. While a majority of the inmates are in reg- 
ular attendance upon the services, many of them are unable to 
attend on account of mental and physical infirmity. They 
are mere wrecks of what they once were. 

I have found there men and women of considerable mental 
culture, but fortune frowned, health and property departed, 
friends, perhaps, forsook ; in this condition they found a home 
at the ‘‘ Farm,” where they find a good measure of care and 
comfort. Scripture reading, singing, prayer and preaching, 
constitute the religious services at the chapel. 

While some, feeble in intellect, do not appreciate the ser- 
vices, many do, and give most earnest attention to the utter- 
ances of the truth, and their hearts are made glad. I find in 
the congregation some of God’s chosen ones. Death visits 
this retreat for the poor, quite often, and calls some to their 
‘¢long home.” During the nine months last past six or eight 
have died. I have attended the burial of six, I think, during 
this period of time, the others were buried by their friends 
elsewhere. : 

Early in the past winter a Sabbath school.was organized 
consisting of 30 or 40 pupils. It has been quite successful, 
all circumstances considered. Mr. Towne, a neighbor, is 
superintendent. The school is furnished with lesson-books, 
Sabbath school papers, and singing books, by the marked 
kindness of the commissioners. We hope by this means to 
help, in a moral and religious sense, the child, if not the 
adult. We think this work is approved of God. It is well 
that these can have the means of grace. 
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My visits among the sick are well received to all appear- 
ance. This is by no means so bad a place for these unfortu- 
nates as many seem tothink. That all are happy, is not true, 
neither would they be elsewhere. With comfortable clothing, 
wholesome food, religious privileges, and kind considerate 
superintendent and matron, it is safe to say that the ‘* Farm,” 
is quite a good home. Kindness in firmness holds sway in 
this place. 

The county almshouse offers quite a field for religious use- 
fulness. Here are precious souls, and grace alone can save.
